To His Excellency, Немву М. MATHEWS, 
Governor of West Virginia: 


бтв :—The Board of Directors of the West Virginia Penitentiary re- 
spectfully submit for your consideration their semi-annual report of the 
condition of said institution for the six months ending Nov. 30, 1880, 
together with the reports of the various officers connected with the 
same, which, taken with the semi-annual reports heretofore furnish- 
ed you, will make a full and complete exhibit of the workings of this 
institution since the last meeting of the Legislature. 


Improvements. 


The Legislature at its last session appropriated two thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose of heating the cell building by steam. The low- 
est contract we could obtain for this work, after fully advertising the 
same, was two thousand four hundred dollars, and we accordingly 
contracted with Messrs. Thompson & Hibberd, of Wheeling, at that 
price, and paid the deficiency out of the earnings of the prison. 

At the same time an appropriation was also made for building the 
much needed main sewer from the prison to Grave creek, and for 
paying for the right of way for the sume, not to exceed one thousand 
dollars. In this matter we were compelled to condemn the land, and 
the landholders were awarded as damages for the same the sum of 
three hundred and eighty-seven dollars and twenty cents. The costs 
of the ease amounted to one hundred and fifty-nine dollars and sixty- 
five cents. We advertised for proposals to furnish and lay terra cot- 
ta sewer pipe eighteen inches in diameter, which contract was award- 
ed to Messrs. Thompson & Hibberd, of Wheeling, they being the low- 
est bidders, for the sum of eleven hundred and twenty-three dollars 
and twenty-nine cents. Eighty dollars was also expended in the 
erection of & permanent stone abutment to protect the mouth of the

sewer, This work cost in the aggregate seventeen hundred and fifty 
dollars and fourteen cents, the deficiency of seven hundred and fifty 
dollars and fourteen cents being paid out of the prison earnings. 

The contract made in 1878 with Messrs. Thompson & Hibberd for 
heating by steam, parts of number two and three shops, and to 
which reference was made in our report of that year, has been сош- 
pleted at а cost of eleven hundred and eighty-eight dollars and forty- 
nine cents, and paid for from the prison revenues. 

During the past. winter, an additional coil of heaters was placed in 
the cigar factory, which, together with other necessary improve- 
ments made, required a further expenditure of four hundred and 
sixty dollars. This was also paid from the prison earnings. 

In March last it was found necessary to build permanent boiler 
walls. This was accordingly done at a cost of four hundred and 
thirty-eight dollars and forty-five cents. | 

The old wash-house and bake-house that has heretofore been used 
at the prison, becoming unfit for use, we were compelled to erect new , 


-buildings, and in doing so, adhered to the original design of the 


architect, by erecting a brick building 75x40 feet, two stories 
high, the lower one for a bake-house, in which we have also built а 
large bake-oven of the most approved kind. The balance of the lower 
story to be used for a laundry, and the upper story for a library and 
chapel This work we have done аі а cost of two thousand two 
hundred and ninety-nine dollars and forty-three cents, and paid for 
the same from the prison earnings. ` | 

These permanent improvements referred to have cost in the aggre- 
gate five thousand five hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifty-one 
сеп в in excess of the appropriations made towards the building of 
the sewer and heating the cell building by steam. 

We are now able to report that both the cell building and all the 
work shops are heated by steam, rendering them reasonably secure 
against fire, which would not be the case had they been heated 
otherwise. 


Contracts and Convict Labor. 


The contracts of several of the manufacturers in the Penitentiary 
will expire early in the year 1881. The lease of hands in the broom 
factory will expire on the 15th day of May; in the cigar factory on 
the 15th day of June, and in the whip factory on the 13th day of 
August. These manufacturers employ about one hundred and forty . 
men, whose labor will be advertised and re-let, unless we are other- 
wise directed. 

Our experience with the contract system ot employing tbe con- 
viets in this prison confirms our previously expressed opinion that 
it is decidedly the best disposition to make of their labor, and that 
seems to be the conclusion reacbed by a majority of the penal insti- 
tutions of the country ; and we recommend that the present plan be 
continued in operation, as being in every respect the best, both for 
the convicts and the taxpayers of the State. 3 

It might be pertinent in this connection to say that the subject of 
convict Јађог has been agitated in the State of Massachusetts, prob- 
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ably to a greater extent than elsewhere, and а special committee was 
appointed at the last session of the Legislature of that State to ex- 
amine fully into the prison labor system, and they have made a very 
full, complete and exhaustive report, the conclusions of which should 
be regarded as an unanswerable reply to much of the current reform 
talk on this subject. и 

They conclude their report by saying: “ The testimony of manu- 
tacturers and contractors, workmen and philosophers, stripped of its 
verbiage and reduced to the level of plain facts, coupled with a 
thorough weighing of the advantages and disadvantages of prison 
contracts, has brought your committee to the opinion that the 
effect of prison contracts upon the combined industries of the State is not 
appreciable.” 

When this conclusion is reached in a State so largely engaged in 
manufacturing, we may safely conclude that the alleged evils of con; 
vict laborin our State are more fancied than real. 

The question was also referred to the Bureau ot Statistics of Labor 
of Massachusetts, authorizing them, by law, to make a full investiga- 
tion as to the kind and amount of work performed in the penal insti- 
tutions of the State, and all facts as to competition between convict 
labor and other industries of the State, and to recommend such leg- 
islation as they deemed advisablo to prevent the same, if found to 
exist. They also made an elaborate and exhaustive detailed report. 
They say, among other things, that “The resolve under which we 
act, speaks of preventing competition. We have so far considered 
the sources from which demands emanate for the abolition of the 
contract system. What are the substitutes offered, or the remedies 
suggested for alleged existing evils? 

In our investigations and researches, we have heard of seven prop- 
ositions, namely : 


First—The ubolition of all labor in penal institutions. 

Second—The prohibition by law of any contract for convict labor 
at lower rates per day than the average paid for outside labor of the 
same kind. 

Third—The reduction of hours of labor in penalinstitutions to six 
hours per day. | 

Fourth—The introduction of the “Public Account” system. 

Fifth—Greatly increased diversity of employment. 

Sixth—The employment of convicts on public works. 

Seventh—The employment of convicts on work requiring the 
greatest expenditure of muscle, and the least outlay of capital, either 
in raw material or machinery, breaking stone, &c, 


rAfter taking up and discussing each of the above propositions 
separately, and after visiting Ше principal penal institutions of the 
country, and taking а vast amount of testimony of manufacturers, 
labor reformers and others they say, * The seven propositions have 
been considered as the advocates and opposers present them, with 
some of the prominent arguments for or against. The concl@sjons, 
which to our mind seemed logical, as the result ot the evidence, are: 
First—That convict labor should not be abolished. -

Second—That legislation to restrain officials in penal institutions 
from contracting the labor of convicts at lower rates than the aver- 
age of outside labor, simply abolishes labor in such institutions. 

Third—The reduction of hours of labor in prison to six hours per 
day, with the old rate of contracts per day, simply abolishes labor in 
penal institutions. 

Fourth—The general introduction of the public account system, as 
a rule, simply aggravates the grievances arising from whatever com- 
petition may result from the contract system. 

Fifth—The increased diversity of employment in penal institu- 
tions tends not only to lessen whatever competition now exists but 
has an excellent reformatory effect. 

Sixth—The employment of convicts on public works, when it can 
be done, is a feature of prison labor commendable, not only from the 
standpoint ef the labor and prison reformers, but from that also of 
the manufacturers and workingmen. 

Seventh—The employment of convicts in breaking and dressing 
stone, and kindred work, while it palliates the evils of competition, 
induces, to a large degree, other conditions far more injurious to the 
body politic.” 

In regard to the proposition to abolish convict labor in order to 
prevent competition with outside labor, they also say: . “This prop- 
osition presents a complete remedy, but it is as insane as the con- 
victs would become it carried into effect. Every-man is the compet- 
itor of another, and the only way to avoid competition resulting 
from convict labor is to hang the convict or keep him in idleness. 
The abolition of labor would increase the expense in every direction, 
not only in the punishment, but in the care of criminals." 

At the expiration of the present contracts in this prison, and at tho | 
probable advance on wages that can be obtained,.and with the prob- 
able increase in our prison population, we indulge the hope.that the 
West Virginia Penitentiary will, ere long, be made self-sustaining.

SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


WEST VIRGINIA PENITENTIARY, 


J OFFICE oF SUPERINTENDENT, 
MouNDsSVILLE, Nov. 30th, 1880. 


To the President and Board of Directors : 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to herewith submit for your con- 
sideration, my semi-annual report of the institution for the six months 
ending with this date. 

I deem it proper that the statistical portion of this my last simi- 
annual report prior to the assembling of the Legislature; should cover 
the entire period intervening since our last published reports, No- 
vember 30th, 1878. у 

During that period the average prison population has been 253.3, 
&nd the average daily cost per capita 81.8 centa, 

„Та my semi-annual report dated Nov. 30th, 1878, I called your 
honor's attention to what I then considered а very serious defect in 
the law governing “good time,” viz: that as the law now'exists, there 
ів no authority by which good time once forfeited by the superintend- 
ent, can be restored to the prisoner, no matter how meritorious his 
subsequent demeanor may be, and I at that time requested that the 
Board arge upon the Legislatqre the importance and the justness of 
so amending said law as to confer upon either the Board of Directors 
or the Superintendent, the authority of restoring to the convict the 
good time of which be has been deprived in such cases ав his conduct 
should merit it. The past two years but confirms me in the opinion 
then expressed, and I again ask that the matter be brought to the at- 
` tention of the Legislature; with the recommendation that such modi- 
fication or amendment be made to the existing law, and further, that 
the law be во amended as to increase the amount of good Ито, ав 
follows: 

Firat year 30 days, second year 60 days, third year 90 days, fourth, 
and each succeeding year 120 days. 

I feel satisfied that such changes in existing law as above indicated, 
would effect а very decided improvement in the behaviour of the con- 
viets, свреста у those serving long sentences, and secure a much closer 
observance of the rules of the prison, upon their part., 
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Such modifications and changes could not but prove an incentive 
to good behaviour, thereby elevating and reforming the character of 
the prisoner. while at the same time rendering his services of moré 
value to the State and adding to tbe security of the institution. 

I learn from an examination of the reports that every other similar 
institution in the country employs a regularly salaried Chaplain whose 
duty it is made, in addition to preaching to the prisoners, and in- 
structing them in religious matters, to also instruct the illiterate in 
the rudiments of education, and would respectfully recommend that 
such an appointment ђе made.at this institution. 

I also desire to call the attention of the "Board to section 27 of 
chapter 36, Acts of tho Legislature of 1877, which provides that all 
moneys received from the admission of visitors shall be applied to the 
purchase of books for the benefit of the prisoners. The above act 
went into effect May 27th, 1877, and the receipts from tbat source 
since that time amount to $1,292.43. ДЕ we accepts Bibles and Sab- 
bath-school books, of which we have quite a large number of volumes, 
our library scarce deserves the name, and I would respectfully recom- 
mend that the above sum of money, or such portion of the same as 
your honors may deem proper, be at once applied to the purpose 
contemplated and expressed by the above mentioned act. As .aside 
from the intellectual improvement of the prisoner the advantages to 
good order and discipline cannot be estimated, and even aside from 
the above considerations, common humanity, it seem to me, demands 
that those unfortunate fellow-creatures, excluded from society and 
deprived of allintercourse with their fellow man, incarcerated in a 
gloomy cell fourteen hours out every twenty-four during working 
days of the week and three-fourths of Sabbath, shonld be supplied 
with good, interesting, wholesome reading matter. I therefore hope 
that it will be the pleasure of your honorable body to order such: а 
supply of books purchased without delay. 

The apartments in the third story of the Warden's building, 
oceupied by the female prisoners, ave, for а number 01 reasons, en- 
tirely unsuited for the purpose, and I would respectfully suggest that 
& building especially for their occupancy be erected upon the vacant 
space near where the State blacksmith shop now stands, between,the 
end of the north cell building and the wagon entrance, and that the 
same be surrounded with a brick wall, enclosing а small yard, so that 
those unfortunate creatures may have an opportunity of indulgingin 
the exercise, so necessary to health. My reason for suggesting that 
especial location is that it is immediately under the eye of the guard 
in tower number one. 

In this connection, I also desire to call your attention to the fact, 
that the average number of prisoners, during the past two years, has 
exceeded that of our cells by about 35, compelling us to place two 
prisoners in one cell in that number of cases, much to the detriment 
not only of good discipline, but to the health of the prisoner, and 
would recommend that steps be at once taken to remedy the evil. 

A comparison of the number of prisoners received during the two 
years just ended, with that of the same period immediately preced- 
ing, would seem to indicate a slight increase of crime in our State, 
or increased vigilance upon the part of the officers in bringing of- 
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fenders to punishment, as the number received during the last two 
years was ten mcre than tbe preceding two years. 

It will, in my opinion, be absolutely necessary to have the roof on 
the Warden's building replaced by а new one, during the coming 
summer, ав all our efforts to repair the present one во ав to prevent 
its leakiug Бате proved abortive, and considerable damage has 
already resulted to ceilings, plastering and furniture from this cause. 

Seventy-four of the present inmates of the prison are professors of 
religion, and the effect of their example goes far towards aiding the 
efforts of the several ministers of the town, who visit the prison and 
conduct divine services every Sabbath alternately, in impressing upon 
the minds of the prisoners the importance and duty of obedience to 
divine and human laws. And Таш happy to be able to report a very 
decided improvement of the prisoners generally in this respect. 

As I understand from the clerk that your report will contain an 
ilemized statement of the $8,536.51 expended on “permanent im- 
provements” during the past two years, I do not deem it necessary to 
insert it here. А 

During Ше past two years the sum of $791.55 has been paid to 
discharged convicts to defray their expenses to the point from where 
sent. 

The exhibit herewith annexed, marked “A,” contains the names of . 
all State prisoners received during the past two years, together with 
county received from, crime, term and date of receipt. 

That marked “В,” those discharged, pardoned, died and escaped, 
with county sent from, during same period. 

* That marked “С,” names of prisoners convicted second and third 
time. 

That marked “D,” shows disposition and employment of prisoners. 

“Е” contains names of those who have forfeited “good time" 
during past six months, with reasoris for same. 

^F," contains name of Federal prisoners received during past two 
years, those discharged, pardoned and died during same period. 

As much has been said and written in relation to this institution 
being made self-sustaining, mostly however, I am inclined to believe, 
by persons who have little if any knowledge of the difficulties to be 
overcome before tbis very desirable condition of things can be 
brought about. Ideem it a duty that I owe to Ше gentlemen who 
have been associated with me in the management of tbe institution 
for a number of years past, as well as to myself and to what appears 
to be a general demand from the people of the State for information 
upon the subject, to give my version of the reasons why the institu- 
tions have not been self-sustaining. 

In order to do so it will be necessary for me to go back some years 
and review briefly the history of the institution, from the time of the 
completion of the building of the walls, grading, &c., when we found 
our entire prison population idle on our hands, to be supported, 
guarded, clothed and cared for entirely at the expense of the tax- 
payers of the State. Being without funds with which to establish 
manufactories of any kind, and the Legislature failing to make any 
appropriation for the purpose of carrying on manufactories оп State 
account, the indications were that we would be compelled to keep 
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ihe prisoners confined to their cells. as it would have required at 
that time nearly $100,000 to purchase the necessary material, ma- 
chinery and tools to successfully utilize the labor of the inmates of ^ 
the prison; І 1096 very much whether the Legislature would have 
been sustained by its constituents in making such an appropriation. 

In this dilemma your Superintendent and the Board of Directors 
then in office determined to leave no means untried to secure em- 
ployment for the prisoners іп their charge, believing if to be con- 
ducive to the health of the prisoners, ав well as to the discipline of 
the prison РЕКУ , 

To this end the credit of the institution was strained to its utmost 
limit to raise means to establish manufactories on State account. 

Our first venture was in the manufacture of boots and shoes, but 
want of sufficient,capital to successfully conduct the business soon 
compelled us to abandon the business. Then in succession followed 
а wagon shop, furniture shop and cigar factory each iu turn to meet 
with the same fate as its predecessor, and for the same all potent 
cause: want of capital. 

During all this time, and up to the time the present contractors 
were induced to come and lease the labor of our prisoners, your 
Superintendent did not relax his efforts towards bringing about this 
result, being forced to the conclusion that no other means of giving 
employment to the convicts in his charge remained 

Personal appeal was made time after time by your Superintendent 
to capitalists and manufacturers of the city of Wheeling and other 
points, to endeavor to induce them to lease the labor of a por- 
tion of the convicts then idle. The most inticing inducements were 
offered, but without success. To whatextent this difficulty was at- 
tributable to our own failures, I am of course unable to say. 

That theoutlook was anything but encouraging for the institution, 
ав а self-sustaining one, must be confessed. 

About this time your Superintendent became acquainted with a 
member of the firm of Messrs. Магдогй & Со. contractors at the 
Western Pennsylvania Penitentiary, engaged in the manufacture of 
brooms at that institution, and negotiations were inaugurated which 
resulted in leasing to that firm the labor of fifty of our convicts, to 


~be employed in the same business here. Financially, this firm was in 


a crippled condition at the time of beginning operations here, and 
partly to this cause, superinduced by subsequent causes the firm was 
soon forced into bankruptcy. Through the agency of Messrs. Мат- 
dorf & Co., your Superintendent was brought into communication 
with Messrs. Weaver & Bordall, contractors at the same institution, 
engaged largely in the manufacture of whips, and by this: means а 
contract was made with those gentlemen for the labor of fifty con- 
victs, to engage in the same business here. 

А co-partnership was soon after entered into between Messrs. 
Weaver, Bordall & Co., who leased the labor of forty men to be em- 
ployed in the manufacture of brooms. 

Mr. Augustus Pollack, cigar manufacturer and tobacconist of 
Wheeling, of whom we had been purchasing our supplies for the 
cigar factory while operated on State account, and for whom we had 
a contract for manufacturing cigars by the thousand (he furnishing 
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material) was induced to employ forty men in the manufacture of 
cigars and smoking tobacco. 

Soon after a contract was entered into with the Webster Wagon 
Company, formerly of the Michigan State Prison, for the labor of the 
prisoners unemployed at tbe institution —about eighty men. 

The average price per day received from contractors for labor of 
convicts is about twenty-eight cents, which your Superintendent is 
free to admit is entirely too low, but after advertising in a number of 
newspapers, and endeavoring by every means in our power to con- 
tract the labor of our prisoners at the very best prices we could obtain 
this was the very best we could do. Thetwo evils were before us, either 
accept those prices or keep the prisoners in idleness, to the detriment 
of their health and morals, entirely at the expense о the State We 
chose what we considered the lesser of the two evils, and accepted 
the terms of the contractors. The result is a matter of record and 
public property, = 

A reterence to the clerks’ report will show that with the present 
ratio of prison population, available labor and expense per capita, the 
great desideratum will have been reacbed when forty-three cents per 
day can be obtained per man, and your superintendent is fully of the 
opinion that after the expiration of the present contracts (and all 
now in force will expire during the coming summer, except that with 
the Webster Wagon Company) there will not be the slightest diff- 
culty in re-leasing the labor of ever available prisoner in the institu- 
tion at that sum or more per day. My reasons for venturing this 
assertion are: 

First, The men have become educated to these various occupations. 

Second, The institution has established a character for good dis- 
cipline, and the products of its labor a reputation for excellence all 
over the country, which will induce other contractors to come into 
competition with those now here, and thus insure us much higher 
prices for the labor of the prisoners. In fact, your Superintendent is 
already in receipt of numerous communications from manufacturers 
aud capitalists, making enquiry about when the present contracts 
will expire. 

Your Superintendent feels justifiable in making the assertion that 
there is no similar institution in the country where more rigid econ- 
omy is exercised in its management than ours. An examination 
of the reports of the various institutions will sustain him in this 
assertion. 

Тћеге 18 not а similar institution in the United States, with an 
average number of prisoners falling below three hundred, whieh is 
self-sustaining, notwithstanding the generous appropriations received 
by them with which to utilize the labor of the inmates on State ac- 
count, or the much larger amount per diem received for the labor of 
their convicts. 

It is, of course, a much easier matter to make an institution of this 
kind self-sustaining with a large number of inmates than with the 
number now confined bere. With twice our present number of pris- 
oners, the pay of officers would not be increased, the pay of guards 
would not be increased to any extent, and the cost of fuel and lights 
would not be increased one cent. Now the above mentioned items, 
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ав will be seen by the Clerk's report, cover considerably more than 
one-half the entire ordinary running expense of the prison. 

Your attention is directed to the accompanying reports of the Clerk, 
Commissary and Physician, which furnishes a full and comprehensive 
history of these several departments during the past six months. 

It affords me the highest satisfaction to be able to commend the 
subordinate officers and guards of the institution, for their fidelity to 
the interests entrusted -to their charge. 

In conclusion, I-would most respectfully beg leave to acknowledge 
the obligations I am under to your honorable Board for your unvary- 
ing kindness, and for the assistance and counsel you have во cordially 
rendered me, and for your hearty co-operation in conducting the af- 
fairs of this institution since it has been under my charge.

'The average number of prisoners for the time embraced in this re- 
port was 259 112, or a total of 47,519 days imprisonment, costing the 
State for all purposes, exclusive of permanent improvements, 
$14,780418., or 3142, cents per capita per day. 

The total number of days labor performed for contractors was 
30,611, earnings $8,535.20, or an average ot 27-3; cents per man per day. 

Had the average been 43} cents per day, the earnings would have 
been sufficient to meet all “ordinary” expenses.

The average number of prisoners confined, and for whom provision 
has been made within the period embraced, was 259117 daily; the to- 
tal cost of provisions, including “Hospital” Superintendent’s fuel, 
freight, drayage, &с., was $4,157.41, giving a daily cost per capita of 
84 cents. The food furnished has been of the best quality and of suf- 
ficient quantity, as the general health and appearance of the prison- 
ers indicate.

REMARKS. - 


It will be seen that I have quite a long death list to report. Ав is 
the ease usually, too, а great proportion, nearly one-half of the cases 
were of consumption. | 
х We had two 6) trom typhoid fever, only one, however, was well 
marked, and he*vas considered convalescent, having regained his ap- 
petite, was able to sit up, &c. It is possible that from the former cir- 
cumstance be may have lost his life, for notwithstanding the unre- 
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remitting care and watchfulness on Ше part of his nurse, he died 
from symptoms evidently brought about by imprudence in that par- 
ticular. 


The other, though to classify his diseass, his symptoms pointed 


more directly to typhoid fever than anything else, was singularly af- ` 


fected with extreme nerve and muscular sensitiveness; so much во 
that he could not tolerate the slighest touch upon any part of his per- 
son. At the same time'his mind was constantly wandering, and con- 
tinuously apprehensive. 

One man, the immediate cause of whose death was epilepsy, died 
indirectly from a blow received upon the back part of his head while 
at the table, from a hatchet іп the hand of another convict. The deed 
was committed about two (2) years previous to his death. During 
that time, or the most of it, up to the last two or three months of his 
life, he was able to perform his duties, though not in as satisfactory а 
manner ав before, his mind manifesting symptoms of imbacility. То 
or three months before his death, he showed symptoms of epilepsy, 
which gradually grew worse, and finally he went off in an attack. 

An autopsy revealed à convexity on the inner surface of the skull,. 
corresponding exactly to the poll of the hatchet; also an eccemosed 
state of the membranous covering and the brain itself, evidently 
showing that the injury was the cause of the man’s death. 

The seventh was that of an old man, I suspect-past his three score 
and ten, who fell, or as some think jumped, ав his mind wax never 
considered very strong, from the gallery of the third tier of cells to 
the floor below, receiving injuries from which he died inan hours. 

Thelast, but by no means the least famous, was the notorious Eli 
B. Ice, about whom so much has been said and written. His wasa 
case of cholera morbus. So rapid and violent were his symptoms, 
though death coming on in twenty-four hours, that I might be justi- 
fied in classifying his disease as sporadic cholera. 

This man had been wounded in several places while in the Federal 
service, ав the numerous scars and even balls on and witbin his per- 
son, abundantly proved. He was apparently a great sufferer, and 
was never considered stout enough to work regularly in the shops 
where a day’s work would be required, but was assigned to duty 
merely as a waiter, and assisting in keeping the cells clean, removing 
the night buckets, and such like chores. 

On various occasions he would insist upon my cutting him open to 
relieve his pain or ascertain the cause of it, a id I verily believe that 
he would have submitted to any operation of tbe kind unflinchingly, 
80 fearless of death was he. Possibly the life-time sentence conduced 
in no little degree to such resignation. 

Notwithstanding the extreme weather of the past month, во unu- 
sual in this latitude, the health of the prisoners has been generally 
good. То be sure, the number of days lost by reason of disabilty, 
would look as if there was a good deal of sickness, but when it is re- 
membered that I am required to report all on the sick list who, from 
whatever cause, are not able to work regularly, it will not be won- 
dered at. Besides, most of the time lost was by those having chronic 
disease, and reported continuously for months ata time. For in- 
stance, in looking back over my monthly reports, I find one case of 
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scrofula, a life-termed negro, has been reported as sick for the last 
eighteen months. | 
I hear Би е complaint of the food on the part of the convicts, a 
due regard is had as to nutrition and health, and I might add, as far 
as possible their tastes are consulted. And again, since the means of 
heating the cell building has been во ample and complete, I hear of 
but little coughing or other evidences of cold. . 
I will be excused for again expressing my obligations to the officers 


and guards for their uniform assistance to me in the discharge of my. 


duties.
